The seventy ninth birthday of Mar¬ 
shal Joffre, whose full name le Joseph 
Jacques Cesalre Joffre, will come 
January 4 next. In the course of hla 
extended military career he successful¬ 
ly led campaigns In Asia. Africa And 
Europe. 

Be wee born in 18S2 at Rlveealtee, at 
the edge of the eastern Pyrenees*, of 
BpAnlsh lineage, and was one of eleven 
children. The Franco-German War In¬ 
terrupted his studies as a youth and 
he took part In the defence of Parle In 
1870.

calLbew elections, his action is interpreted as abro¬ 
gating the Constitution of 1911. Light on his m- 
fenlioni, however, may be shed in a few days. 
Democracy in Monaco may not be seriously imperilled 
in the meantime. 

According to the census figures of 1926. the pop¬ 
ulation of the- Principality h about 25.000, " with 
La Condamine and Monte Carlo dividing nearly 
23.000 fairly equally between them. The Constitu¬ 
tion of 1911 provide* for a national council elected 
by universal suffrage. Tbe government is carried 
out under tbe authority of the Prince by a ministry 
assisted by a council of state; the legislative power is 
exercised by the Prince and the national council, 
which consists of twealy-one members elected for four 
years. , 

It is well known, of course, that tbe Principality 
of Monaco derives most of its revenue from the gaming 
tables. Tbe annual grant for the concession was 

$400,000 in 1917; $450,000 in 1927; and in 1937 

—unless Dictator Louis should decree otherwise—it 
will be $500,000. The war interfered very con¬ 
siderably with the fortunes of the country; but as 
Europe has regained her economic feet, the little 
Mediterranean Principality has increased its revenues. 
Louis, at sixty years of age and in the ninth year of 
hit ‘‘reign,*’ apparently has been bitten by tbe post¬ 
war dictatorship bug.

Way at all times. 

.=1 But, makm^ due allowance for the frailties of the 
human fanulyv whether on foot or in a car. the fact 
remains that the motor vehicle is a lethal agency with 
infinitely more potentiality for damage to life than 
anything else in the world, except a major epidemic. 
A slight jolt by it is sufficient to kill a pedestrian, 
and there are old and frail pedestrians as well as 
young one*, pedestrians whose eyesight is defective or 
whose he aring is bad. These considerations impose 
upon drivers of motor vehicles a double responsibility 
for the safety of the public. They demand the adop¬ 
tion and strict enforcement of effective traffic' regula¬ 
tions.

FROM WHIRLPOOL 
BENEATH falls

youths Involuntarily spent a frigid half 


hour In the rushing waters at the foot 
of Chaudiere Palls yesterday and. to the 

treacherous nature of those waters 
came out of it alive. 

CodershAped eddies. wMe whirlpools 
and a mighty undercurrent mark the 
spot where s large breaker oapslxed the 
rowboat from which Emmanuel 
Duplus and Emile Rocher. both seven¬ 
teen. were, plucking driftwood from 
the Ottawa River. That they made 
such a surprising escape Is due to the 
fact one of them bobbed up In the 
churning water near a submerged 


boulder, while the other had the good 
fortune to emerge close to the up¬ 
turned boat. 

Dupius stood on the boulder for a 
half hour in Ice water up to his thighs 
wnre mrititaytes of a nearby paper mill 
reached him In a rowboat. Young 
Rocher clung to the capsized shell un¬ 
til. It. drifted into a placid put of the 
river ana then managed to swim to 
shore after spending close to an hour 
tn the water. 

To-day the boys were back at their 
work, none the worse for their close

As the dark blue water leaves the broad, deep 
basin of the Oulf of Mexico It ta compressed be¬ 
tween the north coast of Cuba and the east shores 
of the Bahamas on the one side and the beak of 
Florida on the other.

During this part 
of Its course and until It emerges from the Ba¬ 
hamas the Stream runs, like a river, between the 
banks of the opposite coasts. But beyond this 
point certain Important changes take place The 
portion of the North Equatorial Current that 
passed to the north by the West Indies now Joins 
the Oulf Stream, reinforcing \% but at the same 
time robbing It of some of its identity as a 
' gulf" stream. The warm current now begins to 
bear off to the northeast, following the configura¬ 
tion of the continent. The Stream no longer flow* 
rlver-wlsc its bottom waters now rest on those 
of the ocean, separated by temperature, motion 
and color: In '#• same way It to marked off from 
the sea on each able.

It to interesting to compare the difference be¬ 
tween the Pacific and Atlantic shores in relation 
to these two currents and their drifts. Why 
should the winter temperature keep low down 
along the east coast of this continent while on 
the west it climbs steadily and almost vertically 
northwards? The answer is found in the pre¬ 
vailing winds of the season. On the Atlantic 
seaboard they blow from the land outward, and 
thus the ber.enciti efljcts of the srIHb waters of 
the Oulf Stream are borne far to the n or th e ast to 
the shores of Europe. ' In the same way Prince 
Rupert's January average la twenty degrees 
warmer than the Kamchatka Peninsula in the 
same latitude.
